S@nOOL MEPORD, 


The schools in Nottingham have, in general, been prosper- 
ous during the pastyear. ‘The teachers have been competent 
and on an average, very successful. With few exceptions 
Prudential Committees have been fortunate in their selection. 

Your committee has been called upon to decide only one 
case of insubordination, which, after thorough investigation, 
was decided in a manner most beneficial to teacher and 
school. » 7 

Teachers are not perfect; neither are scholars; therefore 
a perfect work cannot be expected. The Ultima Thule in any 
human undertaking is never reached. But each should strive 
to have his or her school as near perfection as possible,— 
which will be imperfect enough even then. ‘*No work, no 
reward!” Education is not the prime requisite in teaching. 
It is just as essential to be able to govern a school wisely, to 
gain the good will of the scholars, to encourage all efforts to 
do right and, last and most important, to assist the pupil in 
laying the foundation fora true and noble character. A 
pupil will try to imitate the teacher’s mode of walking, stand- 
ing and writing, especially the last mentioned. Here we 
would urge upon the parents the importance of standard copy 
books ; there are many series from which to select. We do 
not approve of scholars using writing books in which teach- 
ers,are obliged to ‘‘set the copies.” Faults, such as poor 
orthography (several instances of which have come under 
our observation) and ill-formed letters, will receive the same 
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attention that a correct copy should. It is not only an in- 
jury to the pupil, but a waste of the teacher’s time. A 
teacher must possess many qualifications, and if nature from 
her ‘‘boundless wealth,” has bestowed that priceless and 
sometimes we are forced to believe, very rare gem,-—common 
sense, she is, indeed well blessed. We-sce little necessity 
for using the rod. We speak from experience when we say 
-it is far better to govern by love. A teacher may, .for the 
time being, by resorting to corporal punishment maintain 
order, but ever after there will be constant warfare. The 
scholars will soon regard the school room as a prison rather 
than the pleasant place it should be. | 


DISTRICH NOW 


Both terms were under the charge of Miss Annie Bartlett. 
The majority of the scholars are small, but the school is the 
largest in town. Judging from the appearance of the school, 
Miss Bartlett had endeavored to fill the position assigned her 
and did’ it in a creditable manner. Examination last term 
was more satisfactory than first term. 


DISTRICE) NOar2: 


Miss Annie Watson had charge of both terms. This school 
contains advanced classes, although the scholars are few in 
number. Miss Watson, by her gentle yet firm manner, soon 
gained the good-will of her pupils, and being a fine scholar 
herself, she easily aroused the enthusiasm of the school for 
study. Examinations were creditable. We consider her 
first experience very successful. 


DISTRICT NO. 38. 


Miss Nellie Pearsons of Portsmouth, teacher. One term 
of eight wecks and one of twelve, constituted the school 
year. In many respects the examination each term did credit 
to the school. We would call the attention of the parents to 
the fact that scholars must be in prompt and constant at- 
tendance to derive the full benefits of a school. 


~] 
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DISTRICT NO 4. 


Both terms of this school were under the supervision of 
Miss Blanche Bartlett, an energetic, successful teacher. 
Lhe examinations were thorough. Miss Bartlett gave the 
district her best efforts. 


DISTRICT: NO. 5. 


This school was taught by Miss Fannie Snell of Rochester. 
The examinations were satisfactory, with the exception of 
reading, in which littie or no interest had been taken. 


DISTRICPANO..6. 

There were three terms of school. Miss Edith Whidden 
of Newington had charge of the first. Miss Sadie Robinson 
of Exeter taught the last two terms. Miss Robinson entered 
upon her duties under difficulties, the school was in a deplor- 
able condition, there were many evils to uproot. She labor- 
ed diligently, not leaving the school-room until her work was 
finished, regardless of time spent after the regular hour for 
closing. Ever faithful and conscientious in the discharge of 
her duties, she cannot be censured if everything was not. up 
to the standard. 

DIST RIGE NO. 7. 

This school has had two terms, amounting to eighteen 
weeks, under the charge of Miss Blanche Tuttle. Judging 
from the appearance of the school, and the examinations, the 
scholars had improved their time to the best advantage. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 

First term of six weeks was under the charge of Miss Em- 
ma Welch. This was Miss Welch’s first experience. She 
entered the ‘‘teacher’s field” with a determination to become 
a successful teacher; the school presented a fine appearance, 
and the examination was creditable at the close of the term. 
The second term was under the management of Miss Sadie 
Ryan of Lee, who was also entering the ranks as a teacher 
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for the first time. The school being in excellent condition 
when she took charge, it was an easy matter to keep it so. 
The examination in souie respects, was as good as first term, 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 

There were two terms ; first was taught by Miss Lura Sleep- 
er of Alexandria. <A failure could not be expected, as Miss 
Sleeper had taught the school with success before. The 
scholars were quiet and studious. Prompt and accurate rec- 
itations were particularly noticeable. It was with regret that 
another teacher had to be secured for the second term, 
Miss Sleeper accepting a position nearer home. ‘The second 
term found a gentleman taking charge, the only one in any 
school-room intown. Mr. George Durgin began his duties , 
not as a stranger, but with little experience. The work for 
the term was taken up with energy and zeal by both teacher 
and pupils, with good results. The school was a success. 


DISTRICTiaNO.. 10: 

The first two terms were taught by young teachers with 
little or no experienc2, Miss Alice Reed of Epping having 
charge of the first, and Miss Marian Hilliard of Kensington, 
the second. Both tried to discharge their duties conscien- 
tiously and impartially. The examination each term did 
credit to the school. Order was better the last term. A 
third term of two weeks was taught by Miss Nora Bennett, 
a successful teacher. 


DISTRICT INO. Ly: 
Miss May V. Tilton of Deerfield, a young lady taking her 
first step as a teacher, was employed to teach both terms. 


Miss Tilton labored with a zeal and, at the close of the second 
term, the examination was quite thorough. Order good. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Last comes the “home” of your committee, which she has 
occupied two years in succession. After receiving a certifi - 
cate from Dr. Spaulding of Epping, she entered upon her 
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pleasant duties knowing well the wants of the school. Schol- 
ars coming well trained from Christian homes, as most all 
do in this school, will exert their influence for good, and 
manifest an earnest desire for study; then with a teacher’s 
assistance and encouragement, supplemented with that of 
the parents, a good work can be accomplished. We cannot 
say too much in praise of both pupils and parents. Anyone 
is fortunate to secure a situation as teacher in this school if 
he receives such ready support from their hands as we have. 
This is the farthest advanced school in town. 


In conclusion we would say, that with one exception, we 
think the teachers have been conscious of the responsibility 
resting on them and they have tried to fulfil their obligations 
to the several districts. We cannot reasonably expect all to 
raise their school to the same degree of excellence; those 
having a love for the work, combined with natural endow- 
ments and educational attainments will succeed. The total 
amount of money appropriated for schools the past year was 
$1366.24, of which $200 was voted at the annual meeting. 
One word in praise of the teachers. With two exceptions 
the registers were properly filled out, (some with a few, and 
others with no errors). We speak of this to encourage teach- 
ers in the (so called) arduous task of “‘making out the regis- 
ter.”
